This also is half­ 
admitted For the rest, it is agreed 
that sending 570 million dollars of 
scarce commodities to China, when 
China's real needs are for arms 
and assistance In stabilizing her 
currency, is the Operation Rathole 
of all time. 
It blandly Is pointed 
out, however, that strict rules are 
to govern transfer of these com­ 
modities to China, which probably 
will prevent the Chinese from get­ 
ting much of anything after all. 
There are several points to con 
sider In connection with this China 
policy. 
First of all. there is the 
nature of Its inception.

chiefly responsible for It Is Mr. 
Marshall. 
He is one of th# two 
or three undeniably great Ameri­ 
cans.
